Sissy had a lot of support 
in the big cities and in South Texas. 
If the people will return to the polls 
again in June anywhere near like they 
did Saturday there should not be any 
question but what Dolph will win 
going away. 


Because a referendum vote has 
little meaning, we are not sure what 
the purpose of the bussing vote on the 
ballot was but suspect that since it 
was so poorly worded it probably 
would be just as well if the final 
figures were just thrown in the trash. 
We doubt that you could put much 
faith in the results — for or against 
bussing.

Briscoe Draws Strong 


Support In Primary 


Robert Hawes, 39. superin­ 
tendent of schools at 
Hunt­ 
ington, Tex., has accepted the

Hawes will replace C F Cook 
who will retire at the end of the 
current school year after ser­ 
ving as superintendent here for 
the past 17 years.
